FRUIT RUTTER, FISH 
On every farm, or within easy reach, and 
st the proper season readily handırd, 
there isa great amount of material often 
wasted, and by ita very waste doing inju- 
ty, Which, properly husbanded and man- 
aged, might add greatly to the rize and 
value of your Compost heaps, and-as a 
consequence to your crops. The basis of 
all compost, that which gives value 
quickly and certainly to all the rest, is 
stable or barnyard manure. After this, 
itmay be put down as an axiom that 
everything is useful which ever had life 
whether of animal or vegetable origin. 
To enumerate these would be tedlous, but 
wo instance leaves, pine shatters, swamp 
muck, peat, weeds and briers from the 
fence corners, marsh and river mud, road 
ecrapings, old sods, wante from the house, 
ashes from the the kitchen, Stee, dead 
animals, &., de. ie 2 

The best modeof treating these and 
kindred substances te to prepared in 
the barn-yard a hollow, some what dish- 
ed in shape, and mix in alternate layers 
manure from the stables and cow and 
pigs pen, and/all OF the matters we have 
named which can be gathered together 
on 6r near tha promes. 
The time of a hand anda horse and cart 
will bo well spent in most cases in accu- 
mulating materials. Ifthe piles so made 
can hearranged so that occasionally they 
can be wet with liquor manure, or even 
with water, the fermentatien will be more 
rapid., If, asthe piles are built up as 
described, a good sprinkling of plaster be 
added to each layer its effect will be to 


which might otherwise be wasted. The 
fermentation or decomposition must no‘ 
be allowed to progress too far sò that the 
materials are burned. When this stage 
is approached the piles should be turned 
over and moro water added. 

Where the liquid manure, or urine 
frora the atables cannot be saved in its 
natural condition, provision should be 
made by which by suitable absorbents it 
may detaken up aud so preserved,- If 
the stalls are eo construdted that it can be 
led offinto pita or reservoirs it fe then 
conveniently handled, but otherwise 
straw, leaves, pine shatter, muck or 
saw-dust are found convenient to take it 
up. 

Those farmera who. have not been 
acenstemed to saveand utilize the sub- 
stances we refer to, would be surprised at 
the increase in the size and. efficiency of 
their manure pilesif they would once 
make the trial as we seccosmmend above.

PLANTING ORCHARDS. 


If it is denigned to plant out an orchard 
this fall, preparation for it should begin 
as noon an possible, The land should be 
well and deeply ploughed, and if possible, 
subsoiled. If necessity imposes the 
choosing ofa location which is not a 
favorable one, from the character of the 
soil as regards fertility, samo pains 
should be takened to improve it. To do 
this well, decomposed barn-yard or stable 
ma: u, well rotted compost, or bone dust 
may be used, or all ar either of the:e, 
with such additional supplies of ashes as 
way be procurable. Plough under, and 
mingle as well with the top n jl as poesi- 
ble. Do not use fresh green manures. 
If you have no other, it will be prefera. 
ble to plant your trees and use the manur- 
es asa top-dressing aftorwards. Decide 
upon the varieties and the proportions 
you intend planting, send your order in 
time to the nursery, and do not depend 
upan any chance trec-peddler to make 
yourorder. These are not the proper 
porsons to buy from, much less to make 
ee'ections of kinds for you, even if they 
send you what they profess.

' Sunday morning the Rev. William D. 
Mackey preached in White Clay Creek 
Church on the cighth commandment. He 
preached the same sermon in the same 
church early last spring, and the people 
were so much pleased with it that they 
requested him to repeat it. His text was 
Exodus xx, 15: “Thou shalt not steal.” 

It is very important, said the speaker, 
for the welfare of a community, that iu- 
dividuals be protected in the possession 
of their property. Wherever property is 
insccure, industry is discouraged. The 
right of individual possession is recog- 
uized by the law of God and is one of 
those foundation princip!es in morality 
against which no valid objections can be 
urged, The extensive frauds and defal- 
cations which have takgn place through- 
out the country during the past few years 
have caused great distrust and alarm,and 
it seems necessary that this subject should 
be discussed, and every means employed 
to elevato the tone of public morals. Let 
crimes be called by their irue names. Let 
condemnation be uttered in distinct terms; 
aud wherever opprobrium belongs, there 
let it be affixed. 

The speaker defined the thief as one 
who takes property without the knowl 
edge and consent of the owner, and the 
robber as one who takes the property of 


those who borrow and do not return. It 
may be a great convenience to procure 
from your neighbor, fora time, the use 
of his money or other property.
